7. Report Summary: 

This office was notified by the Clay County Sheriffs Office, 901 North Orange Avenue, 
Green Cove Springs, FL (CCSO), that SRC Mclemore was reported missing by the 
Florida National Guard. 


CCSO reported SPC Mclemore went missing on 20 June 2018, while conducting land 
navigation training on Camp Blanding Joint Training Center, Starke, FL (CBJTC). 


ChiefjIHttHi CCSO, reported SPC Mclemore was found deceased on 22 Jun 
18 in a training area on CBJTC. 


This office received the Office of the Medical Examiner, Jacksonville, FL 32206 (OME), 
autopsy protocol and toxicology report. The autopsy listed the manner of death of SPC 
Mclemore as accidental and reflected the cause of death as environmental heat 


exposure. The c omprehensive drug screen reported ethanol in chest cavity, which was 
explained by Dr.(Su21^ttI|SMedical Examiner, OME, as part of the decomposition 
process.

substantia nigra is grey. The Ammons horns do not show sclerosis. The ventricles are normal apart 
from decomposition. The pons, midbrain, cerebellum, and medulla arc unremarkable apart from 
decomposition. The vessels at the base of the brain do not have aneurysms or vascular 
malformations. 

The tongue is red/brown and homogenous. The soft tissues of the neck, hyoid bone, thyroid 
cartilage, and cervical spine are all intact. 

The pericardial, pleural and peritoneal cavities do not have adhesions. Approximately 100 cubic 
centimeters of blood stained fluid is within each chest cavity secondary to decomposition. This 
sample is sent for toxicology testing. 

The 313-gram heart has a smooth glistening epicardial surface and a soft flabby pale brown 
myocardium. The free wall of the left ventricle and the interventricular septum measure 1.0 
centimeter and 1.2-centimeters, respectively. There is no hyperemia or fibrosis in the pale brown 
myocardium. The endocardium and heart valves are without note. The foramen ovale is patent and 
valvar. The tricuspid valve is 10.5-centimeters, the mitral valve is 10.0-centimeters, and the 
pulmonic and aortic valves are 8.0-centimeters and 7.0-centimeters, respectively. The coronary 
artery supply is of the right dominant type. The vessels are medium-size and widely patent. The 
aorta has dark pink tntimal surface secondary to decomposition. 

The right and left lungs are 556-grams and 489-grams, respectively. The pleural surfaces are 
smooth and glistening. Both lungs are gray, atelectatic and soft secondary to decomposition. 
Abundant bloodstained fluid exudes from the parenchyma and into the airways. The lumen of the 
larynx and trachea contains scant bloody fluid. The peritracheal lymph nodes are black. The 
pulmonary artery and veins are free of emboli and thrombi. The postmortem blood is unavailable 
because of decomposition. 

The 867-gram liver has a soft pale brown capsular surface and a pale brown semi firm cut surface. 

The gallbladder contains approximately 6.0-cubic centimeters of dark brown bile and the bile 
passages are patent There are no calculi, The 75-gram Spleen has a dark purple capsular surface 
and a dark purple soft cut surface. The pancreas is tan/brown, tabulated, and free of abnormality 
apart from decompositional change. 

The right and left kidneys are 98-grams and 115-grams, respectively. The dark brown cortical 
surface is smooth. There is normal cortico-medullary definition. The calyces, pelves and ureters 
are without note. The urinary bladder contains approximately 5.0-cubic centimeters of dark brown 
urine and the mucosa is smooth and tan. The prostate gland is of the usual size and consistency. 

The testes are tan/brown and the parenchyma strings with ease. 

The pharynx and esophagus are unremarkable and the stomach contains scant tan thick fluid 
adherent to the mucosa totaling less than 10 cubic centimeters. There is no pill residue. There is no 
aromatic odor from the gastric contents or from the viscera. There is a diffuse chyme column. The

duodenum and the remainder of the small and large bowel are without evident abnormality apart 
from decomposition. The serosa is smooth and glistening. The appendix is present. 

The thyroid is dark red/brown. The adrenals have yellow cortices and brown medullae. 

The red/brown muscle is soft and without note. The long bones of the extremities, bony thorax and 
vertebral column are intact 

Tissues submitted for microscopic examination are the following: a section of each lung, a section 
of heart and a section of liver.
